Peking, June 29.—Tardy justice is 
to be done. to a Thibetan Hootooka- 
too, a high priest of Buddhism, who 
lost his head when he incurred — the 
displeasure of the since deposed Dalai 
Lama, the religious head of the Bud- 
dhists, who fled from Lhassa,- last 
spring. He is to be reincarnated and

This is ordered in an imperial edict 
issued today by Prince Chun, the re- 
gent of China. 

The throne now finds that it was 
deceived by the Dalai Lama, who ob- 
tained the execution on the grounds 
that the high priest had attempted the 
former's life by sorcery. 

The process of reincarnation. will 
be similar to that of a Dalai Lama. 
Infants of certain blood displaying 
signs that they possess the same soul 
as did the deceased will be assembled 
and their names written upon slabs of 
wood and sealed.

Possession, 


Toronto, Ont., June 29.—For having 
illegally in his possession a large num- 
ber of otter, beaver and muskrat skins, 
the ‘Hudson Bay company, through 
R.-C, Wilson, manager at Montizam- 
bert, in the Thunder Bay district, has 
been fined $6,447,588, including costs. 
The fines were imposed iby W. W. 
O'Brien, police magistrate at Port Ar- 
thur. 

The capture of the Indians in whose 
possessions the furs were, and the 
apprehension of the company’s man- 
ager, has occupied a long time, but 
the sucessful termination of the chase 
is a credit to the work of Provincial 
Constable Symons of Port ‘Arthur, and 
a fire ranger who went with him as 
an assistant, 

Some months ago Symons learned 
that a large number of furs had been 
cached on an island in the Thunder 
Bay district, and that they would not 
be sent out in the usual manner by 
rail. Owing to the fact that the rivers 
and lakes were (filled with ice, it was 
impossible for ‘him to go after the 
furs, ‘but as soon as ‘the ice cleared 
he started out, as he knew :the: furs 


would be sent by the long water route | fj

For two days and nights the’ men 
femained in the woods on the shore 
; of the river, afraid to light a fire lest 
Mei the smoke give the signal to those 
who were in possession of the furs. 
Finally, on the carly morning of the 
third day, two Indians in a canoe pas- 
sed the spot and in the canoe were 
the furs for which the constables were 
watching, They seized the canoe and 
furs, and searched the Indians. In the 
possession of one of them they sound 
a letter from Mr. Wilson to the man- 
ager of the post at English river, cal- 
ling attention to the fact that the furs 
were not proverly baled and packed, 
the reason being that they were being 
sent out ina hurry, as the company 
was afraid the furs would be seized. 

The furs consisted of 78 otter, 165 
beaver and 1960 muskrat hides. These |} 
were shipped to the provincial govern- [| 
ment, and arirved the other morning. 
Mr. Wilson was summoned to appear
